The 
d isease is often hard to cure. The lid s should be 
kept free of crusts an d scales an d yellow ox id e 
oin tm en t should be applied every n ight. 
Q—My eye d octor says that I have vertical 
imbalan ce in my left eye. 
He says that glasses 
will n ot help this con d ition . 
W hat d o you thin k? 
A— Som etim es this imbalan ce can be corrected 
by prescribed ex ercises with prisms, an d some­ 
times in clud in g a prism in your prescription for 
glasses helps.

th at in W W II, 37,000 soldiers 
were disharged with asthm atic 
disabilities.

One estim ate rounds out the 
figure on recognizable common 
allergies at 20 million people. 
It is probably higher. 
A specific test in a num ber of

W ith the confusion of cause 
and the v ariety of sev erity , from 
slight to fatal, in food allergies, 
scientists can only suspect that 
1 of ev ery 2 persons get reac­ 
tions to their own priv ate-poi­ 
son foods.
